A SOUTHERN VIBW OF GEN, GRANT. 


The letter which we print this morning 
from Gen. J. M. Wrrittrs,; of Mobile, Ala., 
is likely to attract, and certainly deserves, 
unusual attention. “The author isa gentle- 
man of high standing in his State, and was a 
corps commander in the Confederate Army, 
‘who’ served with distinction in the West. 
He speaks, therefore, with » certain 
degree of authority, and; though he does 
not pretend to represent others than him- 
self, his eviderit sincerity and the modera- 
tion and good sense with which he expresses 
himself cannot fail to secure him respect 
in iis own section as well as in the 
North. The general import of his let- 
ter is that the election this Fall 
of Gen.. Grawr to. the  Prosidency 
would be a proper. and promising means 
of sécuring; as far as the choice of a 
President’ can contribute to that 6nd, a 


restoration ot the spirit of union througirout 


the land. He rests his confidénce in this 
result on Gen. GRrant’s patriotism; on his 
services to the country, on his personal 
purity and ability, and on the spirit which 
he exhibited during the latter part of his last 
terni and since his return from his for- 
eign travels. To the adverse assumption, 
based on the condition of the South during 
Gen. GRant’s “Presidency, and his present 
support by men who were then largely re- 
spensible for that condition, Gen. WITHERS 
opposés the change, of' which Gen, Grint 
himself gave. indications, as to the proper 
Southern policy of the National Govyern- 
ment, and also the conclusion that the Gen- 
eral would not now be the candidate as the 
President of @ party, but of the whole 
‘country. 

It-is quite: natural that we should our- 
selyes regard Gen. WITHERS’s argument as 
@ sound one, sinee it sustains the views: 
which we have already reached on the sub- 
ject. But. our readers will be specially in- 
terested in the presentation of this argn- 
‘ment from a Southern ‘stand-point. It isa 
novel and encouraging incident in ourront 
politics to find gn able and independent 
man of either section treating a question of 
this character ona plane which, whatever 
may be thought of the conclusions reached, 
must be acknowledged to ‘be one above sec- 
‘tonal prejudice.

There is noth- 
ing in our recent history more disgraceful, 
more criel, more unrepublican, than the 
manner in which the bratal and cowardly 
oppression of American citizens was por- 
mitted in those States in 18'76,;"and noth- 
ing, we may add, more deeply and Jastingly 
injurious to the South itself. We should 
ask no American to yote for Gen, Grant 
‘again if we believed that he would, under 
like cireumstances, repéat so fatal a blunder. 
But such att emisrgency is not likely: to 
arise. What will recur, however; is the 
difficulty of. administering the purely, civil 
functions of. the Federal Government in 
that section through properly-chosen agents, 


and in this direction would be Gen. Granr’s 


great opportunity. . We believe that he 
would s66.this, and that experience has 
taught him a lesson that would prevent 
him from falling into the mistakes he once 
made. For a long time it is impossible 
that the Federal officers in the South shall 


not. assume. the . task of ‘organizing “the” 


Republican Party. there, and it would 
be unpardonable weakness to. ignore that 
fact. | They should be chosen, therefore, 
with reference to that work, which.is not 
to say that they, should be unfit for their 
other duties ; on the contrary, they should 
be.selected from the men most fit. For’ it 
will be in placing Federal offices in the 
hands of. exceptionally able and honor- 


able men thatthe party will be made. 
most efficient. The business of making. 


such selections will not be an éasy one. It 
will require all the capacity and. devotion 
that any President can possibly bring to it, 
and in Gen, GRANT’s case it would need the 
moral support of his:great reputation and 
the unflinching use of ‘all his well-known 
firmness to secure sven a8 passable ‘re- 
sult. But we are confident. that, with- 
in the ‘range of the Presidential powers, 
no other opportunity for so great a benefit 
to. the country, and especially to the South, 
would be presented to him, Whether he is 
prepared to meet it in the very best way wo 
do not know. We believe that he is; that he 
feels keenly the discredit which was thrown 
upon him by bad advisers in this re- 
gard during his former Administrations, and 
that if he were re-elected he would make 
this very important branch of his work the 
object of most assiduous attention, bring- 
ing to it the full use of all his courage, his 
patriotism, his independence, and his hon- 
esty of purpose. At the samo time, we have 
no fear that whatever other way was opened 
to him to establish a genuine respect and 
affection for the: Union in the South would 
not be gladly pursued.

ARE SAVINGS NOW TAXABLE? 


The assessment of personal property in 
this State has encduntered a sudden diffi- 
culty, thrown upon it by the recent decision 
of. the Supreme Court of. the United States 
declaring unconstitutional the law provid- 
ing for the taxation of the shares of nation- 
al banks at their full value. The effect of 
the decision is to render it impossible to 
levy the tex upon. the banks | them- 
sélves, and to throw the sharés into the 
category of personal . property. in 
the hands. of the holders, . subjeo 
like other ‘*moneyed capital” to deduction 
for debt. In the hands of those who are 
accustomed to-dodge taxes by deliberately 
ineurring large . temporary debts for the 
purpose, they will in a. great measure 
escape altogether, thereby. materially re- 
ducing the revenue from this source; and 
in other cases, the difficulty of assessment 
will be greatly increased. The assessors 
are further mystified and embarrassed by 
the opinion of the Attorney-General ‘of the 
State, given in response to an inquiry from 
State Assessor Briaas, to the effect that 
deposits in savings banks - are already 
subjéct to taxation et the full rate as per- 
sonal property belonging to the depositors.

The savings banks of thie Sesto, as witula, 
are able to pay their depositors only 5 per 
cent, interest.

‘Another act is pending which 
requires the banks to. keep. one-half their 
assets in United States bonds, from which 
they can derives revenue little, if any, in ex- 
cess of 4 per cent. Neither of thesemeasures 
éan be regarded as judicious, bnt they were 
doubtless intended to give greater security 
to the deposits. But in the face of such 

propositions, is it conceivable that the laws 
of the State at present, or in any past time,. 
contemplated a confiscation of more than 
half the interest on the savings of those: 
who. are regarded: as the objects of 
peculiar solicitude and ¢are? All: le- 
gislation affecting them - has been guided 
by the pnrpose of fostering habits 
of prudence and forethought, and providing | 
a means of safe gnd moderately profitable 
investment for the small sums which the 
poor and industrious are able to lay by. If 
-we try toimagine the effect of hunting out 
every poor. man, woman, or child in this 
City, for instance, who has a, few dollars 
in the savings bank, and subjecting him to 
a tax which would take away more than 
half. his yearly ‘interest, -we can 
realize something of. the enormity of 
this interpretation of the law. It is quite 
unnecessary to attempt’ to set. forth what 
that effect would be, but it would certainly 
be disastrous to the savings bank system. 
If this alarming question has been raised 
for the purpose of helping the bill reported 
bythe Joint Committee on Taxes and As- 
sessménts, the proceeding is only less out- 
rageous than an actual enforcement of this 
interpretation of the existing law. It ought 
to fail miserably of its purpose and result 
in the prompt passage of an act putting be- 
yond all question the validity of the exemp- 
tion, which is at least a long-established

Dr. -RIOHARDS ON is one of the most emi- 
nent physicians of London; and his opinion 
on any subject connected with health or 
disease is worthy of respect.. When, there- 
fore, he announces that the corset. “‘dead- 
ens the mental ‘capability of women” he 
furnishes @ new and ‘powerful ‘argument 
againstthat almost universally-worn article. 

‘There has been, so the most profound 
dress-makers assure us, 8 wonderful prog- 
ress in the constructionof the corset during 
the present: century. Sixty years ago 
it. was modeled; in ‘shape and method 
of: construction’ upon the common bar- 
rek. of commerce. It consisted of a se- 
ties of boards or. staves, set ‘on end 
around a nuclens of girl; and held together 
by cordage instead of hoops. This remark- 
able structure was in general use in New- 
England in the days of Puritanism, and ‘un- 
doubtedly was closely connected. with the 
general prevalence of austere morality.in 
the Puritanic community. It constituted 
an impermeable: defense against fires, and 
it chilled the ardor of the worldly-minded 
lover, who found no delight in the hard eon- 

t of wood and /coat-sléeve. The New- 
ngland small-boy would sometimes borrow 
the corset of an affectionate sister. prior to 
@ personal interview with: his father in the 
“woodshed, and there is no doubt that when 
“worn abnormally. low it afforded efficient 


|. protection against the parental rod, It 


was, however, 4 souree of great discottifort 
to the legitimate woarer, andthe unyielding 
nature of the stiff, straight boards of which 
it was composed effectually prevented it 
from coming into use outside of New-Eng- 
‘land, except in isolated and peculiarly bony 
oases. ;

The experiments 
had been made with- mustard, carrot; bean, cucum, 
ber, melon, aud other quiek-growing piaats. These, 
whieh had been planted in pots;he had arranged in 
four classes or groups. One class was kept always 
in-the dark, another in the light of day as leng as 
possible, s third always in the slectric light, and the- 
fourth was exposed to daylight and electrig light in 
suecession. I¢ was found that. the plants would not 
live long when kept‘in the dark; but that they would 
thrive about.as well in the electric light as the day- 
light. But those did best of all whieh were con- 
stantly exposed to both daylight and eleetric light in 
suecession. | Dr... Stumens’s experiments extended 
throagh only about two months, and he does net 
elaim that the results are conclusive or final... But 
he has reached the eonelusions that plants do not 
require any rest during the 24 hours; that their 
growth may be materially quickened by giving tkem 
the benefit of electric light at night; that eleetric 
light. will produce chiorophyl in the leaves of plants 
and promote their growth, and that injurious effects 
upon plants are not caused, to any material extent, 
by the small amount of ecarbonle asid and nitrogen- 
‘dus Compounds generated tn the élestrie arc. Dr. 
Sremuns further expresses the opinion that the ef- 
fects of night frost. may be counteraeted, and the 
ripening of fruit promoted, by means of the radia- 
tion of heat from powerful electric ares. If these 
Yesults shall be confirmed by further experiments 
whieh Dr. Stemzuns is making, the practical value 
“which the facts will have in horticulture is manifest. 
They. will also afford new facilities for the investiga- 
tion of some important seientifie questions as.to the 
influence of natural light. on vegetation, Dr. Srz. 
MENS gave his audience as beautiful illustration of 
one of his experiments by putting some budding 
ulips in a strong electric light, which in about 40 
minutes caused thé. buds to open out in fall bloom.
